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OLD-STYLE ‘FISHING. - 


M. Quad Yearns for the Jolly 
Days of Boyhood. | 


The Glorious Time Preceding the Intro- 
duction of Patent Rods, Reels and Hooks 
—When ‘Goin’ aFishing” Meant 
More Than It Does To-day. 


If I were a boy again I’d go a-fishing, 
writes M. Quad in the Detroit Free Press. 
When a man goes a-fishing it’s all solid busi- 
ness and no romance. He makes his cal- 
culations days ahead, figures on just how 
many minutes he can spare, and every nib- 
ble is reckoned atso much money. He is 
always out of pocket, and always comes 
home mad, not to try it again for a 
whole year. With a boy it is ad- 
yenture and romance. He has nothing to 
losé and every thing to gain. He has all 
the time there 1s, if he doesn’t catch all 
the fish im ver it is not his fault. 

I can| remember all about it. In those 
*way-back days a real fish-hook was per- 
sonal property, something to carry to school 
tied upin arag and exhibited only to the 
large boys—boys old enough to appreciate 
it. At home it was hidden away under the 
bureau, and its presence was kept a sacred 
secret. Most any sortof a string would do 


for a fish-line, and the old hunter who once : 


gave me two builets for sinkers is remem- 
bered with deepest gratitude to this day. 
When hook and liné and sinkers were wound 
upon a maple chip and tucked away to wait 
for the fishing season, it was a red-letter 
day. I would have taken a dozen of the 
worst lckings @ boy could receive rather 
than give up :the treasure, and, had a 
stranger come along and offered to trade me 
a horse for the outfit, I should have prompt 
ly refused his offer. 

When we went to fish in a creek, which 
was as much as two feet deepin spots, and 
which a boy could hardly jump across in 
places, it was a mighty river to me, beside 
which the discoveries of Hendrick Hudson 
and De Soto were bantam chickens. There 
were whales in theré, and our only fear was 
that one of them would nab our angile-worm 
and break the hook. There were sharks 
which miight seize us if we waded over a 
ri fie ankle deep, and we had heard of the 
devil-fish which lurks under the flood-wood 
waiting for a barefooted boy to come along 
with his dimmer. True, we never en- 
countered any of these monsters of the 
deep, and that was the reason why we got 
safely back home, and why, mother heaved 
a great sigh of satisfaction and sald: 

‘“‘So you are home! Well, I never, never 
expected to see you again !’’ 

A boy’s way of fishing is the best way 
ever invented. ‘They may bring out their 
tancy rods, reels, flies and patent hooks, 
but the boy who sticks to the home-made 
fish-pole, the old-fashioned hook and the 
twine fish line rubbed down with beeswax 
isn't going to be left very far behind. 

The first we used to pull out—yum! Now- 

adays those you don’t catch are the largest. 
A quarter of a century ago things were 
different. Of course, we had some big 
bites—awful bites—regular old monsters, 
but we didn’t lie about the size of the biters. 
We never put one down atover a hundred 
pounds, though we could have doubled the 
weight and found ready believers. In those 
days nobody ever fished without sp tting 
on his bait. If he wanted to catch an awful 
big fish he spit twice. There were times 
when spitting on the bait didn’t bring a 
bite, but no boy ever got discouraged 
over that. He hadn't given just the right 
pucker to his mouth, or his hook didn’t 
hang right, or the sky was too bright or too 
cloudy. 
" In these degenerate days a man will sit 
on a wharf or alog and bob and jaw, and 
bob some more and growl, and haul up his 
line and blast every body’s eyes, because 
he hasn’t caught a pickerel eighty-fve 
feet long. Tne old-fashioned boy would 
tramp three miles up and down the stream, 
and never a word of complaint over the 
absent nibbles. If he gota dozen horned- 
dace, as long as a@ man’s finger, it was a 
triumph to last. for three months. Just 
think of a patent bobber—a self-acting one, 
at that—and compare it with the cork we 
used to steal from the molasses jug! And 
what are these patent sinkers compared 
toa couple of eight-penny nails or an old 
door-key which sunk our hooks! They are 
doing their best to reduce it to a business, 
and to destroy all the romance and antici- 
pation, and [ for one don’telike ita bit. In 
the way-back time a fishing excursion was 
set down for a month ahead, and it depend- 
éd on how well we got aiong with the po- 
tatoes and corn. We got our outfit 
ready a fortnight ahead of time. 
We hunted out the best spots for 
fish-worms, planned every detail over and 
over again, and dreamed of creeks 
and fish and fish-hooks right along every 
night. The day seemed never-ending, but 
when we could say “‘To#morrow!”’ we dug 
bait enough to catch every thingin Lake 
Erie, gave our poles and lines a last looking 
over and went to bed an hour earlier so as 
to hurry the nightalong. Hurry! It was 
the longest night of the year! We went 
over the ground a dozen times, planned 
every thing anew, and got up ascore of 
times to seeif the weather was likely to 
change and bring a badday. We tumbied 
and tossed, napped and talked, and when 
the old clock down-stairs struck the hour of 
four we slid out of bed and out of the house 
to find the morning purple staring us in the 
face. The fish were waiting for us, and we 
couldn’t keep our paee down to a walk, and 
we likewise baited our hooks as we ran. 

Fishing! Well, the boy of today doesn’t 
realize the meaning of theterm! He may 
catch his score of bass or his dozen of pick- 
erel, but he never feels the tingle along the 
nerves which came to the old-fashioned 
boy as‘he felt a six-inch shiner take the

of Seven Fishermen.

rope will “spend $100,000,000 this 
year. ‘Then many foreign holders 
of railroad stocks are unloading ; 
then America pays to European 
steamship companies $150,000,000 
per annum, and our imports in 
1888 exceeded our exports by $33,- 
457,691, and by nearly as much dur- 
ing the first six months of the 
present year. The Press hopes for 
a change through increasing ex- 
ports, ang then, te comfort itself, 
says the country does not depend 
upon New York City banks any- 
way. But could a great, produc- 
ing nation make a much worse 
showing than the above? With all 
our workers, all our wheat and 
corn and meat and cotton we can 
not keep even with the world. 
There is a reason. The producers 
get nothing for their products, and 
the interest gatherers spend their 
money in Europe. One cheap Eng- 
lish ship that carries wheat across 
'. the sea absorbs in freights as much 
as the farmers in whole townships 
receive for the wheat. Under the 
pressure all except the most neces- 
sary and cheapest freights are 
withheld from the railroads; they 
cannot pay interest on their cost 
and the foreign bondholders are 
unloading for what they can get. 
The great purchases which we hear 
of by English syndicates are mere 
trades. English capitalists unload 
their railway bonds and with the 
money buy a brewery or some- 
thing elee. Meanwhile prices con- 
tinue to fall. There may be no 
panic and crush this year, but it is 
otlly a question of time. Unless a 
return shall be made and silver be 
given back its old rightful place, 
the country will not bear the pres- 
sure through the moving of next 
year’s crops. The leaving to Great 
Britain to fix the price at which 
she will handle our silver gives her 
the opportunity to fix the price of 
everything else that this country 
produces, and the business of Eng- 
land is not that of a philanthropist. 
Rather she is working to draw to 
herself all the surplus wealth of 
the world, and, so far as possible, 
eur statesmen are assisting her. 
By another year the security which 
the interest-gatherers hold will no 
longer be good, and then there 
will be a panic and crush that will 
shake the continent financially, as 
the earth is at long intervals rent 
and torn by an overwhelming cata- 
clysm.

A Bleedy Sequel. 

Cuico, Cal., July 26.—The elope- 
ment which occurred here a few days 
ago culminated in a tragedy this after- 
noon. A wedding was to have taken 
place last Monday between a young 
man named Raymond Bierce, son of 
the San Francisco journalist, and Miss 
Eva Adkins, a beautiful young lady 17 
years of age. Bierce’s most intimate 
friend was a handsome young man 
named Neil Hubbs, and he was to 
have acted as best man at the wed- 
ding ceremony. The day before the 
marriage was to occur Miss Adkins 
left her home and went to a neighbor- 
ing town with Hubbs, where the couple 
were married. 

They returned here next day, and 
this morning prepared to make a call 
upon the bride’s mother, Mrs. Barney. 


"Pierce heard of the intended visit, and 
| went to Mrs. Barney’s house before 
Hubbs and his wife arrived. He en- 
tered the parlor and fired at Hubbs 
with a revolver. Hubbs fell to the 
floor, but also drew a revolver and 
fired. Four shots apiece were fired, 
when Hubbs ran out of the room. 
Bierce then placed the revolver to Mrs. 
Hubbs’ and fired, inflicting a se- 
vere but not dangerous wound. Hubbs 
re-entered the room and beat Bierce 
to the floor with his revolver. Bierce 
then himself into an adjoining 
room, placed the pistol to his head and 
blew his brains out. He lived about 
an hour and a half. Bierce also re- 
ceived two bullets in the body, and 
Hubbs was shot through the abdomen, 
the bullet penetrating the spleen. His 
recovery is very doubtful. 

The Coroner has taken charge of the 
body of Raymond Bierce.and will hold 
an inquest to-morrow. Mrs. Barney 
was placed under arrest this morning, 
to await the findings of the Coroner’s 
jury. People seem to think that she 
could have prevented the sad affair 
had she warned Hubbs and his wife 
that Bierce was ia the house. 

It transpires that Bierce left here 
Wednesday night, going as far as Sac- 
ramento and returning last night. It 
is said that he made threats to shoot 
the couple if they returned to Mrs. 
Barney’s, and they were met by 
friends and warned. Bierce told Mrs. 
Barney that if anything should happen 
to him to promptly telegraph to his 
father, who was on a San Francisco 


paper.

On arrival in the bow library of the 
Queen, accompanied by the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, the procession to the 
chapel was formed.

Ae Orange Trust. 

New York, July 27.—The Mail 
and Express says: A meeting of the 
wholesale fruit merchants, who are in- 
terested in the disposition of the 
Flérida orange crop, will be held in 
this city on August Ist. The leading 
dealers in oranges from the principal 
cities throughout the country will at- 
tend. The object of the meeting os- 
tensibly is a combination of the large 
houses in the trade for the purpose of 
obtaining lower rates of freight, quicker 
and better transportation, and a con- 
centration of shipments to two or three 
of the most important Northern cities. 


The real object is to form an orange 
trust, which will control the entire 
Florida orange crop, direct the packin 
and shipping and confine the sale o 
oranges to members. The call for the 
meeting was sent out by one of the 
largest dealers in Florida oranges in 
this city, and several wealthy firms 
are said to be ready to furnish the 
financial backing that will be neces- 
sary. It is proposed to form a pool of 
one hundred leading fruit merchants 
and each one of whom.is to con- 
tribute $10,000. This will»make a 
total capital of a million dollars. With 
this amount packing houses are to be 
built at different points in Florida, and 
the whole business of sorting, packing 
and shipping fruit will be conducted. 
The éntire orange crop of Florida is to 
be contracted and shipped to the 
members of the pool in Néw York, 
Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans and pos- 
sibly other cities. The promoters of 
the scheme claim it is not a trust, but 
a co-operative arrangement for the 
benefit of the growers, shippers and 
sellers. The growers will be asked to

Estimating a Train’s Speed, 

Inquiry is frequently made as_to how the 
speed of a train may be estimated. The 
traveler especially is curious about the 
speed his train is making, and we suggest 
three methods by which the speed may be 
guessed with remarkable accuracy, as fol- 
lows: 

1. Watch for the passage of the train by 
the large white mile posts with biack fig- 
ures upon them, and divide 3,600 by the time 
in seconds between posts; the result is the 
speed in miles per hour. 

2. Listen attentively until the ear distin- 
guishes the click, click, click of the wheel 
as it passes a rail joint. The number of 
clicks upon one sideof the car in twenty 
seconds is the speed in miles per hour, 
where the rails are thirty feet in length, 
and this is the case generally. , 

8 Count the number of telegraph 
passed in two minutes, if there are four 
of five wires to a pole, and in two minutes

Who Took a Good Whiff. - 

A New York coroner narrowly escaped 
death from sniffing at a bottle from which 
a woman suicide had taken prussic acid. 
He thus describea nis sensations to a New 
York Telegram reporter: “I passed the 
vial we found back and forth under my 
nose three or four times and got a good sniff 
of the acid. It had a sweet-almond flavor, 
pungent, and not at all disagreeable. Then 
I passed the bottle to Dr. Terriberry and 
he took a sniff. I noticed that he was grow- 
ing pale. Then I began to feel faint and 
weak myself. Dr. Terriberry and I elutched 
each other and reeled. Either would have 
fallen without the support of the other. I 
held on to him and called for fresh air. We 
were led to the door and down two or three 
flights of stairs. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that I drew my breath. My con- 
sciousness was perfect, but.I had no 
control of my arms or hands or of my 
lower limbs. When I tried to step I raised 
my feet two feet from the ground, and when 
I tried to feel my pusle I could not use my 
hands; I noticed that the blood bad left the 
finger-nails and that my hands were white 
as chalk. All through my body it seemed 
as though the blood were driving toward 
my heart. How I got to the drug store I 
don’t know. A young man there said sul- 
phate of magnesia was an antidote for prus- 
sac acid, but it isn’t. I teok the dose, how- 
ever, and then was led to the police station. 
Captain Killilea prescribed brandy; and as 
he believes in largedoses, he gave me so 
much that I was drunk after taking it. I 
told Captain Killilea of my difficulty in 
breathing, and told Him how to move my 
arms up and down. He lifted a window in 
the police station and worked my arms like 
a pump fora long time, causing an artificial 
movement of the ribs. Then Il was taken to 
the Roosevelt Hospital, and a physician 
gave me a dose of carbonate of ammonia.
